The anouat “report of the, Marine Depart- 
iment; Stéaits Settleinents, for the. year 1905, 
jaut issued, is interesting reading to those who 
‘are fond.of statistics, says the Zostern Daily 
Mail, lt in not, on the whole, encouraging as 
far as Singapore and Penang are .concerned, 
‘since thé revenue, lexclusive of light’ dues, 
'shows'a decrease of $999.85 from that of the 
Previous ‘year in Singapore and $634.22 in 
Ponavg. Malacca, however, reports the trifling 
increase of $7083. The unfavourable charac> 
‘ter of the report is still more evident in- the 


, }ttatiatics. regarding the number ot vessels 


arrived at and departed from Singapore during 
the years us compared with the figures for 
1904, there being a'-total of 10,872 : or 
327 lets than in the preceding year. There 
has, on the other hand, been an appreci- 
able increase, in the size of the steamers 
‘which have stopped at the port, the in- 
crease io tonnage, despite the smaller num- 


_| ber of steamers, being 465,101 tons, in a total 


of 13,718,384. The tonnage of native craft and 


steam vessels under go tens has, on the con- 
trary, decreased, the figures for 1904 Being 
1,178,729 and those for 1905 1,154,360." OF the 
four steamers added to the register curing“ the” 
year, three were purchased fom forcigners and’ 
ohe was built here. . Of the 43 sailing vessels 
added to the register,27 were new: vessels built 
here, 12 were} purchased from foreigners and 
-four were formerly registered at this port 
as cargo boats.” Six steam vessels were struck 
off ‘the register: of these -five were sold to 
foreigners and one was wrecked, Seventy-one | 
sailing vessels were struck off the register. 
Fifteen of these were sold to foreigners, thirty 
were broken up, eight foundered or were 
wrecked, qnd'eighteen disappeared.- 
The numberof British: merchant vessels 


making use of the port during. the yerr was |’ 


more than doub‘e the number of Dutch, which 
stand ‘second on the ‘list”e0 itis evident that 
the wonderful furore which has been excited 
about German shipping was far from being. 
well-grounded. It is noticeable that while’ 
America is credited with sixteen’ merchant 
vessels as striving. not a single man-nf-war 
bearirg that flag visited the” port during the 
year, while for the Federated Malay States 
the figures are exactly the reverse. 

According to ‘the tables showing the ports- 
ftom. and to which the vessels touching 
here arrive and depart, it, is seen that, 
aside from Malaya, most of our trade appears 
to be. on the Chinat’side, for the port from

The Rezistent of Imports and Exports stares 
that "there is some difficulty in giving a dect- 
sive verdict on the trade of 1995" He reports 
‘an Jnorésted overturn in textiles which is not 
equally true in other classes of merchandise. 
He blames speculation in exchange for the 
unfavourable figures furnished. The value of 
the merchandise imported wae less than (wo' 
per cent. less than in 1994, while the figures 
for that year showed a decrease nf over three 
and a half per cent. from the. figues, af 1903. 
The exports, however, showed an increase in 
value of over 33 per cent. as compared with 
a decrease of 6 per cent, in 1904 over 1903¢ 
or an increase of nearly ten per cent. over the 
latter year's figures, There was ah enormous 
increase in the quantily of copra imported, but, 
a decrease in thefseven other leading exports, 
Excepting for tapioca, tin, -coffee, rattans and 
hides, the average prices of most of pur ex- 
porte, deciioed, Numerous importers failed, 
‘the greater portions of the losses falling in for- 
eign firms, who were more ready to give credit 
than their British competitors, The Chinese 
boycott af American goods was parlicularly 
noticeable in-fidur, lard, tobacco and wire na‘ls 
and was still in operatien at the close of the 
year, — :

They have no choice, 
for thyy must either , e€ foud at the caok-shops 
orgtarve. , [t is useless to apply to the neigh- 
bunts as,uf course they are in the same pte- 
dicament, or if they have collected a. lide 
witer they have only‘enotgh for their own 
needs, and, under thé circumstances, dare,not 
spare ‘a single, drop of the precious Nuid, .To 
add to their trials the Sanitary officials seem to

such difficulty about water, - If the houses are 
not washed within the piven time the Sanitary 
cavlies come along, remove the furoilurce and 
‘piteh it all over the street, and generally cause 
‘great inconvenience to the householders, and 
then give the ‘plice some kind of a washing, 
which could be done much better and more 
sitisfactorily by the tenantsthemselves if only 
they had a proper supply of water. Mareover, 
the tenants know that it is to theiradvaritage 
to do the washing well, and thus keep them- 
selves free from the Sanitary coolies’ inter- 
fererce, ahd their bullying way, Numerous 
complainis have been sent to the Public 
Works Department, but no notice is taken of. 
ahem, Isnt it ridiculous to tell the people to’ 
wash their houses when they canaot even get 
enough water to wash their mouths, or cook 
their rice? Combined steps will have to be 
taken by the Chinese community ta petition his 
Excellency the Governor to take steps to have 
this thing put tight, if our representations and 
complaints do not effect that end, because we 
all feel sure that his: Excellency has but to be 
made acquainted with the conditions for him 
to have them at once altered. There is no 
excuse that there is no water at present ; there 
is plenty, so why not let the people have il, 
when itis so imperatively necessary for so nyany 
purposes? Friends of ming living near the 
Caine Road level tell me they have great diffi- 
culty also over the water scarcity, ond oro al- 
ways quarrelling with their landlords about it.

From time Jo time we tear much clamour 
raised in Ban kong and Sinpapore concer 
ing the mulufaious evils arising fiom the 
chi; system a3 i} maintains if those places, bul 
if we were to dilate on the evils aesmye out.of 
this pernicious system in Bangkok. says the 
Siam Free Uress, our neighbours would soon 


clat system forms an insurmountable obstacle 
to prosperity. “Perhaps, in ne other city on this 
side of suez, is the chitsystem availed of gen- 
erly as in’ Bangkok ; and if inanh cireers: 
haye heen blighted and business enterprises 
tuined, it may be attributed .to-the hanelul 
plactice, more than to anything clse. The 
fatal facilily with which credit is, pledged, and 
thd great willingness on the part of the 
hotel-keepers, shopowners and others to 
cuer for some of their customer, whe do 
not appear ta give more than a> passing’ 
thought to the matier, offers every tempi- 
ation to these people to adopt this system 
irrespective of cdnsequences. For yeare past 
the chit system in Bangkok his been play: 
Sing havac with persons of small income, and 
1s likely to coatinue dang so as. long as it 
is carried out On present lines. Nor is this all. 
The tradesman equally suffers in the long run 
either from the inavility of bis customer to pay 
his accumulated debts or from his cnexpected 
d-parture to sunnice climes. Mow many have 
net been left lamentiag on account of “vanish- 
ing tricks” unexpectedly played? Still, we do 
not appear to improve the situation from such 
experience, nor turn tt (oO account asa safe- 
guard against future losses. ‘t-othing of the 
kind. ‘The old, as well as the young, cus- 
tonters are ultowed to keep on increasiff their 
liabilities—living on one’s debts itis facetious- 
ly called—and the imprudent hotel owsier alter, 
whispering his tale of woe into your ears, 
opens an almitsh and producesen waggon 
Joad of unpaid old bills; and in reply to 
your question why be had been so foolish 
to give thé runaway unlimited credit re- 
forts on‘you with the pathetic but illogical 
language of the country, “What can do?" 
Wichin the last yeir, it may be safely stated; 
that ‘no less than/a dozen proprietors of some 
Bangkok bar rooms swore out summonses 
against scores of peccant ‘debtors who have 
hopped the twig; while the bars changed hands 
almost every month, One would reasonably 
suppose that the intervention of a Court of
